Childish Visual Defects 


By LOG \N CLENDENING, M. D. 


W HEN IHF. child first filters 
school there is suddenly thrust 
upon it sn tmtirely new set of de­ 
mands which involve exactitude of 
sn * r.tirely different nature to that

to wmch it has been actu tamed. 
The.** demands affect particularly 
two o. jeans—the eye and the ear — 
and. of course, a third—the brain. 
Even in early childhood the par­ 
ent* usually can spot the situation 
if th** child for some reason or 
other i* more or less hard of hear­ 
ing. But defects of vision may oc­ 
cur without anyone being aware 
of them. 
In the playtime world of baby­ 
hood and early childhood, the re­ 
quirements of accuracy for vision 
ate not very exact. The toys, the 
pla>mntes, the food and eating 
uten-ils are large and if they are 
a little blurry the child has no 
awarer.e*.*. of it. because it ha* no 
‘ tandards of comparison, and it 
due* not complain, and the parents 
may b** entirely unaware of a gross 
nearsightedness or astigmatism. 
But as soon ss it is necessary to 
distinguish letters and figures the 
blurring may amount to enough 
so that confusion 
is constant. 
Many of these children are regard­ 
ed as stupid or inattentive, when 
the real trouble is th a t they can­ 
not see Utter* on the printed pa ie 
or on c h a u s cl* ally and naturally 
do not know* what the demonstra­ 
tion is all about. 


Real Problem 
In one state where statistics of 
the preliminary examination of 
children before entering school 
are well kept it was found a few 
years ago that there were §6,000 
children with defective vision and 
17,000 with defective hearing. So' 
the problem is real. 
The far-sighted eye can acerin, 
modate and bring objects into fo­ 
cus by strong muscular contrac­ 
tion of the muacles which thicken 
the lens of the eye. But this im­ 
poses strain more or less severe 
and the far-sighted child whil* not 
accused of stupidity like the near­ 
sighted one. because he can by an 
effort see the letters of the lesson 
clearly, will begin when school 
ta ks are imposed to complain of 
eye strain—aching eye*, rubbing 
the eyes, headaches, burning sen­ 
sation in the eye lids, etc. He is 
subject to styes because he rubs 
his eyes so much with contaminat­ 
ed fingers. 


The near-sighted 
eye 
cannot 
make adjustments for distant ob­ 
ject.*. because to bring a distant 
image into focus on h.s retina he 
has to relax the lens—the oppo­ 
site of 
hat the far-sighted child 
does 
a id there are no muscles to 
do th us beyond a certain point. So 
the near-sighted child guesses at 
the image* on the chart, and gets 
into corresponding amounts of dif­ 
ficulty. The condition may bt sus­ 
pected if the child is seen holding 
a book very close to the eyes, but 
there are all degree* of near-night* 
edr-«« n-id this test may not he 
sufficiently positive to arouse tbs 
suggestion that he is suffering 
from a visual defect. 
Toe near-sighted child may in 
fart do rlose work better and with 
le*s difficulty and strain than the 
fa r ig h te d scholar. 
Astigmatism is another defect 
for w hich the child may compen- 
*ate, but this compensation leads 
to eye strain. 
An enormous amount of ad­ 
vance has beer, made in the public 
hj giene of eye defects by modern 
printers and lighting engineers. I 
wonder if you realize how much 
work and thought is behind the 
type selected for clarity and easy 
readability by your newspaper -di- 
tor. As to lighting, the modern 
engineer no longer s ir * at bright­ 
ness alone, because that usually 
brings on glare. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS

the sedimentation rate in the re­ 
port of an examination? 
A.: The sedimentation rat- of 
the blood is the settling or sedi- 
mc ntation of red blood cell* in a 
certain amount of blood left stand­ 
ing in a test tube suspended in sn 
anli-coasrulant solution.

All Samuel said to 
Baul was, "What meaneth then 
this bleating of the sheep in mine 
eara, and the lowing of th* oxen 
which I hear?" 
Baul tried to blame the people 
for keeping the aheep and oxen 
and insisted that he had obeyed 
th# Lord—which wa* a lie. The 
oxen and aheep were to be a sac­ 
rifice unto the Lord, Saul stated. 
Samuel answered. "Hath the Lord 
aa great delight in burnt offerings 
and sacrifices, as in obeying the 
voice of the Lord?" . . . 
"For rebellion i* as the airwof 
witchcraft, and stubbornness is 
as iniquity and idolatry. Because 
thou hast rejected th# word of the 
Lord, He hath also rejected the* 
from being king " Saul then con­ 
fessed his si na. but Samuel could 
not forgive him. He ordered Agag 
to be brought before him and 
killed him with his own hands. 
Samuel also told Saul he would 
not come to him again, and al­ 
though Saul pleaded to be for­ 
given. and caught hold of Sam­ 
uel# robe as he was leaving, tear­ 
ing same. Samuel came no more to 
Saul all the days of his life, but 
he mourned tor this promising 
min who had so disappointed him. 
The 31st chapter of I Samuel 
tells of Saul s last hours. The 
Philistines were again on the ram­ 
page and "the battle went iiore 
against 8aul " His son. Jonathan, 
beloved of David, and his two 
other sons were killed and Saul 
begged hts armor bearer to kill 
him, but he refused. Saul there­ 
fore fell on hie sword and died, 
and his armor bearer followed 
suit. 
Th# Philistine# found th* bodies 
of Saul and his tons. cut off Saul s 
head, stripped off the armor and 
fastened the bodies to the wall in 
the house of their idol Bethshan. 
Th# valiant men of Israel, how­ 
ever, went at night and took th# 
bodies of Saul and his sons and 
burnt them at Jabesh, and buried 
the bones under a tree. Then they 
fasted seven days So ends the life 
story of a man who seemed a bom 
leader of the Lord, but did not 
posses# the spirit of selflessness 
and obedience to succeed.
